THE  PLAYERS 

«FI"  ST.  GEORGE  (Penny)  makes  her  first  appearance  since  her  charming 
interpretation  of  Mrs.  Molloy  in  "The  Matchmaker."  Fi  has  such  a  busy 
schedule  as  a  member  of  the  Handel  &  Hayden  Society,  the  John  Oliver 
Chorale,  and  the  Blind  Guild  Choristers  that  it  is  our  good  fortune  that  she 
was  able  to  revise  her  time  for  this  leading  role. 

ANN  ORR  (Essie)  is  a  vivacious  new  personality  at  FC.  Ann  was  prominent  in 
experimental  theatre  at  Vassar  and  one  of  her  most  rewarding  experiences  was 
doing  dramatic  therapy  at  a  school  for  exceptional  children.  Gourmet  cooking 
and  music  are  two  of  Ann's  particular  interests  offstage. 

MARGARET  MANN  (Rheba)  was  content  to  rest  on  her  laurels  after  her 
delightful  Veta  in  "Harvey."  However,  such  talent  shouldn't  be  wasted  and  she 
finally  consented  to  lend  her  artistry  to  the  role  of  Rheba. 
BOB  JENNINGS  (Paul  Sycamore)  is  making  his  stage  debut  at  FC.  There  is 
no  type  casting  here  as  Bob  daily  enforces  law  and  order  in  the  city  of  Boston. 
He  is  also  very  active  in  youth  and  Boy  Scout  activities. 

LOU  JACOBS  (Mr.  DePinna)  as  Wilson  in  "Harvey"  gave  a  standout  perform- 
ance that  will  long  be  remembered.  The  handsome  toga  he  wears  in  the  current 
show  was  the  work  of  his  talented  and  attractive  wife.  Wouldn't  he  have  been 
a  natural  in  "Cleopatra"? 

CASEY  HANNON  (Ed)  had  two  good  reasons  for  trying  out  —  (1)  it's  a  great 
comedy  and  (2)  one  of  his  favorite  directors  —  even  though  there  was  no  part 
for  his  pal  "Harvey."  "Harvey"  however  has  been  spending  most  of  his  time 
down  at  Charlie's  Place  or  at  Eddie's  Bar. 

CHARLIE  WOLF  (Donald)  has  been  a  very  busy  man.  While  rehearsing  for 
this  production,  he  was  also  rehearsing  a  very  important  role  in  the  Milton 
Players  production  of  "The  Philadelphia  Story."  Charlie  is  chairman  of  the 
vital  play-reading  committee  at  FC. 

BOB  FROST  (Martin  Vanderhof)  is  another  new  and  welcome  addition  to  the 
Club.

ED  KEEFE  (Henderson)  was  seen  last  season  as  the  Chairman  of  a  very  con- 
niving Board  of  Directors  in  "Solid  Gold  Cadillac."  It  was  a  far  cry  from  his 
FC  activities,  for  as  Treasurer  he  is  one  of  our  most  valuable  and  conscientious 
officers. 

PHIL  MATTHEWS  (Tony  Kirby)  made  his  FC  debut  last  season  in  "Solid 
Gold  Cadillac,"  and  is  one  of  our  most  promising  younger  members.
